,the problem by setting aside a 
special floor for such residents, 
The present policy is to accept 
for such treatment only those el. 
derly Jewish persons who the 
Pittsburgh Home medical staff 
feel will be able to adjust to a 
group climate and who will re 
spond to care and treatment.

The strike notice, which followed a one-day strike against the Sons of Israel Talmud Torah and 
a separate one-day walkout against four day schools in Brooklyn, came after a series of strategy

This was the assertion of Rabbi Henry Kagan, Mt. 
yernon, N. Y., at Yale Divinity School at an institute on 

ter-religious group relations last week, the first such 
institute conducted by a rabbi. 

Rabbi Kagan, a trained psychologist, “presented at 
the institute two lectures and conducted two demonstra- 
tions in a new psychological group work technique 
pased on his book recently published by Columbia Uni- 
gersity, “Changing the Attitude of Christian toward 
jew: A Psychological Approach Through Religion.” 

Prof. Seymour Smith, chairman of group work at 
the Yale school, and Prof. Parker Lansdale, faculty 
member, arranged the institute. Assisted by graduate 
students of the School, Rabbi Kagan demonstrated 
gome of the newer methods for reducing prejudice by 
group therapy and individual counseling. 150 students 
attended the lectures and demonstrations. 

The essence *of the “psychodramatic” or “sociodra- 
matic” technique advocated by Rabbi Kagan is a mod- 
ern practical implementation of the Talmudic adage: 
“pon’t judge your fellow man until you’ve put your- 
gelf in his place.” 

As pioneered only during the last few years by Dr. 
J. L. Moreno and other leaders in psychotherapy and in 
group work, the technique is based on the premise that

Furthermore, the technique calls for the subjects to 
assume the roles of others—a Christian to assume the 
role of a Jew or of an anti-Semitic non-Jew; a teacher- 
trainee to act out a classroom situation; a child is given 
a set of dolls and allowed to “play house” in which he 
assumes the role of a parent and thus indicates, by the 
way he relates himself to the dolls, how he thinks his 
parents regard him or how he regards his own parents. 

Strong advocates of the technique feel that its wider 
application in the home, the school, in government and 
in international relations would create a major revolu- 
tion in human relations and all but eliminate the ten- 
sions that lead to social upheaval and war. 

Before the sessions, Rabbi Kagan met with 12 stu- 
dents, and trained them in “role playing.” They as- 
sumed the roles of lay members of a church, with Rabbi 
Kagan acting the part of a Christian minister teaching 

‘them the Bible. The Bible “lesson” was on Abraham, 
the first Jew, with the discussion centered around the 
verse “those who bless you will be blessed and those 
Who curse you will be cursed.”

individual counseling on personal feelings about Jews 
because of rash statements he had made about Jews. 

“Information alone does not reduce prejudice,” Dr, 
Kagan declared in one of his lectures. “You can learn 
a lot of good things about a person and still dislike him. 
Second, if you fail to get a prejudiced person to face up 
to the fact that prejudice exists, you do not reduce pre-e 
judice. Third, you can go on and on describing the vir- 
tues of a minority group and plead their rights to equal 
treatment, but this also does not change the attitude of 
the majority toward them.” 

Rabbi Kagan continued: “The first requirement for 
reducing prejudice is encouraging the prejudiced to talk 
out, under competent guidance, theif prejudices. Once 
hostile feeling is expressed, it can be replaced with 
healthier feelings.” 

Only when clergymen and educators are able to do 
a more effective job in changing attitudes towards mins 
orities, Rabbi Kagan asserted, will there be more wide 
spread support of legal safeguards against and the ulti- 
mate elimination of discriminatory practices. 

The Yale institute was the first of similar ones to 
be held at other theological seminaries on the “talking 
out method” as developed by Rabbi Kagan. The rabbi-

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Seminar Tells Business Students How Judaism Can Guide Careers

NEW YORK (Jr)—A unique lecture series entitled 
“My Life as a Jew and Businessman” is being offered 
fortnightly on the campus of City College downtown. 
For the first time anywhere, ever, the Hillel Foundation 
of the college has undertaken a project to analyze the 
relationship of Judaism to the world of business. 

According to Rabbi Samuel Dresner, director of the 
Hillel branch, this series aims “to demonstrate to Jew- 
ish business students that their faith does not stand in 
the way of a successful business career but enhances 
it.” Asked how the idea originated, Rabbi Dresner 
replied that since City College is the largest business 
school in the world, and since such a great percentage 
of the students are Jewish, it seemed highly propitious 
to conduct this extra-curricular activity for the inter- 
ested student. 

“There is another reason,” the rabbi continued. 
“The Jewish student is afraid of a ‘Shylock’ stigma 
upon entering the business sphere. He must be shown 
by actual example that there are Jewish ethics and that 
they are being applied successfully in the modern busi- 
ness world.” 

While next semester a scholarly approach will be 
presented on such topics as “Judaism and Monopoly,” 
“Judaism and Weights and Measures,” the emphasis 
this term is on down-to-earth experiences and possible 
conflicts and tribulations encountered by today’s Jewish 
retailers and manufacturers. 

“Qualified lecturers are difficult to find,” Rabbi Dres- 


ner told The Post. “They have the following requisites 
before they are invited to speak to our students: First- 
ly, they are for the most part successful, well-known 
businessmen. Secondly, they take their Judaism seri- 
ously—-both outwardly and in their business. Thirdly, 
they must know how to verbalize their experiences.” 

The second lecturer in the series was Irving Bunim, 
president of the Eden Textile Corporation, and _ presi- 
dent of the Rabbi Jacob Joseph Theological Seminary 
and an active worker in the field of Jewish philan- 
thropy. 

“The fact that I am a merchant is only incidental,” 
Mr. Bunim told the Hillel audience. “The fact that I 
am a man and a Jew is important. The Shabbat, as I 
see it, is not restrictive; it is for me what a hump is to 
a camel: a storehouse in a desert. For twenty-four 
hours my head is clear of all business matters, and it 
is only then, on Shabbat, that I have time to listen to 
sermons and read books.” 

The youthful audience heard that the observant Jew 
is respected by fellow businessmen of other faiths. “We 
must show the world that we are the same Jews as the 
Jews of the Bible, that as religious people we are tied 
down to certain ethical standards. I have always, for 
instance, lent money without charging interest,” the 
speaker continued. ‘And honesty is never just a policy 
—which, by definition implies flexibility—it is a law, 
we live by it.” 

Bunim went on to speak of-the reasons for the so-

If the local communities want to explain to the 
givers that they are cutting allocations to the 
UJA in larger proporion than the drop in the total 
amount raised, no one can take exception to the 
procedure, although they might differ with the 
decision. ; 

But the deceit arises where a local comm 
finances its local services, cuts the amounts 4 
gives te the national agencies to less than the 
overall percentage drop, and then slices a pre 
ponderant percentage from the UJA allocation tp 
make this unethical procedure possible. This jg 
even more reprehensible when it is realized that 
the Israel appeal produces the greater share of 
the contributions. 

We think that Dr. Schwartz should document 
his case and make a fight for the UJA. This 
would in no way be inconsistent with his policy of 
cooperation with local communities. 

If the trend toward decreased giving is not 
arrested, then the UJA can expect even further 
reductions in its receipts. This release from 
pressure by the UJA under Dr. Schwartz’ steward. 
ship has permitted many local communities ty 
forego the kind of reappraisal of the entire mat. 
ter of allocations which is long overdue. Bu 
whatever is done, it must be apparent that no 
agency or set of agencies should be “protected* 
at the expense of the UJA. 


The Question of Jewish Parochial Schools

context of this specific argument, because what is 
provided here is education, and it is generally ao 
cepted by intelligent persons that anyone who 
wants more education should be given the oppor 
tunity to receive it. 

The question of Jewish parochial schools has 
not yet been decided by the Jewish community, 
There are two or more schools of thought on the 
subject, at least one holding that parochial schools 
are divisive and break down the democratic values 
of the public school idea. The supporters of such 
schools Claim that only in them can a Jewish child 
receive a proper Jewish education in these United 
States. 

The position the community as such should 
take is a comparatively simple one. The parents 
should be allowed to make the decision. If thes 
schools can attract enough Jewish children, then 
they should be allowed to grow to their full 
capacity. 

Many Jews consider the mikvah a relic of the 
past and kashrut an outworn custom, yet there is 
no argument about communal support for their 
provision. This being so, how can one protest the 
idea of providing a means for Jewish education, 
even one with which one may be in disagreement.

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Conservative Judaism Is Gradualest of All, Says Rabbi Goldman 


CHICAGO (JP)—-The “gradualism” of Conserva- 
tive Judaism was the object of sarcastic prose penned 
by one of its leaders, Rabbi Solomon Goldman of Anshe 
Emet synagogue. 

Rabbi Goldman’s article appeared in the Anshe Emet 
Bulletin, in answer to a congregant’s question concern- 
ing the Conservative attitude toward the Agunah, the 
deserted wife, or the widow who cannot remarry be- 
cause she cannot establish conclusively the death of her 
husband. 

“Conservative Jewish leadership will not abandon 
the problem of the Agunah,” Rabbi Goldman assured 
with tongue in cheek. “It livens up their conventions 
and conferences. It gives them something vital and per- 
tinent to talk about, and also attests their courage in 
grappling with the Halakhah.” 

“What actually happened recently,” the outspoken 
rabbi continued, “is that they bethought themselves...

"  AIFA—A few weeks ago, the director of the Israel Governmeny 
Information Service, which is in effect the Public Relations 
Office of Israel, gave a radio talk which has since become a favorite 
subject for safe gossip and party conversa- 
tion. Mr. Pearlman urged Israelis not to pour 
their woes into the ears of visiting tourists 
or would-be investors, nor to get into the 
habit of constantly finding fault with their 
own Government. 

While there were many who criticized 
the talk and resented the advice, the truth 
is that grumbling and griping have become 
major national vices in Israel today. To be 
sure, conditions are far from perfect, and 
true, too, that the local population has en- ALPERT 
dured much, but the general let-down in spirits at this time ig 
much to be deplored nevertheless. 

Among the chief offenders are many of those who frequently 
come into contact with visitors from abroad. Here in Haifa, one of 
the taxi drivers whose cab waits in line down at the port to carry 
freshly arrived visitors, doubtless spends his waiting time sharpen. 
ing his attack. The moment the passenger is in place and the Cab 
under way, he begins his recital of woes, both personal and national, 
By the time the cab has reached the hotel, the passenger is Con: 
vinced that Israel is bankrupt, the driver ready to drop from mal 
nutrition, and all tourists who come merely suckers. 


THERE MAY BE SEVERAL REASONS why the griping is 
directed at visitors from abroad. One can’t complain to his neigh. 
bors very well; they are enduring the same life, and complaints, 
as a subject of conversation, have almost been exhausted. The 
Israeli fastens himself with peculiar glee upon a newcomer. Here 
is a willing listener—and the uninterrupted and unchallenged re 
cital serves as a catharsis for the long-suffering citizen. It’s more 
fun than talking about one’s operation. 

Further, I sometimes suspect, the tabulation of complaints is 
registered with an eye to stirring up the visitor’s generosity. The 
lack of candy for the children, the difficulty of buying spare parts 
for the car, the absence of American cigarettes, the craving for a 
food parcel—all are calculated to arouse in the tourist a prompt 
and generous response, Experience has indicated that this shameful 
undertaking is usually rewarded 
well, 


EVEN MORE DANGEROUS 
to the -morale of the state, 
however, is the unconscious cam- 
paign which is directed against 
newcomers who come to settle in 
Israel. We have been subjected 
to this barrage ourselves, and we 
have witnessed it in operation 
against others who both preceded 
and followed us. 


This is the campaign. of the 
neighbors, and it usually runs 
something like this “You're from 
America? Aren’t things good in 
America? ‘Did you lack food 
there? Were you driven out by 
an antiSemite? Then why did 
you come here? Are you crazy 
or something? Maybe things look 
good to you now, but just wait. 
Your children will starve and 
waste away. Your savings will 
disappear with taxes and you'll 
soon be deeply in debt. You may 
be righteous now, but in six 
months you'll be buying on the 
black market like everybody else. 
Nobody trusts anybody else here. 
If we had the chance, we'd go at 
once to America—and you come 
here! You're crazy, we tell you.” 


THIS SORT of thing, kept up 
day after day, directed at the 
weary housewife by neighbors 
from all sides, begins to take its 
toll. More than one American 
family which was well adjusted, 
happy and comparitively secure, 
had been hypnotized into a state 
of dissatisfaction by the harpies. 
There comes a point where re- 
sistance simply wears thin. 

Once again, one can make al- 
lowance for the complaints if one 
considers that the people are 
tired. The fact that they gripe 
does not indicate that they love 
the country any thé less, as every 
ex GI knows. A soldier who does 
not complain is not normal, they 
used to say in the Army. But in 
Israel today the griping has 
reached the stage where it is ser- 
iously beginning to affect nation- 
al morale, and even contaminates 
the new arrivals who come with 
fresh inspiration. and zeal. 


THESE FACTS are no secret 











Hebrew and German beamed to 
the Israel listener, plays up every 
cause for dissatisfaction, and 
seeks to promote internal weak. 
ness and dissension. If it could 
be pointed out to the Israelis that 
those who undermine the cont 
dence and enthusiasm of others 
are playing into the hands of the 
Arabs, perhaps there would be 
some abatement. There is serious 
need here for a national cam 
paign on every level, from the 
school children up, to halt the de 
cline in national morale. 

The truth is that there are no 
serious grounds for complaint ex 
cept weariness. People complain 
out of habit now. The women in 
the market grumble that it is 
hard to cook when food is scarce, 
whereupon my wife points out 
that there are fruits ‘and vege 
tables in abundant profusion. 


“AH, YES,” they answer, 
“that’s now, but you should have 
been here last year, when there 
were no vegetables!” And when 
my wife answers that they 
should be concerned with the 
present, not with memories of 
last year, they shrug their shoul 
ders and look for more sympa 
thetic auditors. 


There are more and more 
Americans coming here, and all 
with whom we have spoken voice 
opinions similar to those here 
expressed. To protect our own 
morale we shall stand shoulder 
to shoulder to keep spirits high 
—and with some air of bravado 
we hope to be a spearhead of re 
sistance which will eventually 
convince our fellow Israelis that 
the act of complaining indiscrim 
inately is an evil worse than the 
conditions against which they 
complain.

CHICAGO IP) . assersby who hear Hanukah mel- 
odies being sung at the St. Francis Catholic Grammar 
School this week know that “Sam the Penny Man” is 
making an annual visit to some of his friends. 

“Sam the Penny Man” Horowitz earned his nickname 
and reputation by showering pennies earned as a bur- 
lap bag dealer on children of all faiths and races. 

The Hanukah party for Roman Catholic children is 
just one way Sam has of expressing his intense belief 
that “ihey’re all the same to me... and I love them 
all.” 

Born in the Ukraina, Sam came to the U. S. when he 
was seven years old. Twelve years later he began the 
practice of converting his Savings into pennies to be 
distributed to “my kids” or to be invested in candy and 
gum for parties for the youngsters. 

Since then, Sam has traveled throughout the U. S. 
and a good part of the world making friends with an 
increasing number of young people. Threatened in 
Georgia by Ku Kiux Klanners and shunned “like poi: 
son” as a Jew in parts of Germany, Sam belligerently 
resisted prejudiced adults in his efforts to reach the 
hearts of their children. 

According to Sam, “men with guns. threatened my 
life and told me to get out of town because I gave pen- 
nies to some Negro children in Georgia. I left. But I 
went back a few years later and held a party in the 
town hall for ali of the children—white and black. And 
the mayor was there, too.” 

That Sam’s reputation is not confined to the neigh- 
borhood of St. Francis School, Chicago’s West Side, is 
attested by a number of grateful letters that he car- 
ries around in a scuffed briefcase. 

For example, Sister Mary Edmundine of the Guar- 
dian Angel Home, Detroit, wrote to Sam: “Your whole- 
some philosophy was worth a ton of gold and I’m sure 
: the the girls are much richer for your having been 
here...” 

R. A. Marquardt, executive director of the Luther- 
an Child Welfare Association, Addison, Illinois, wrote: 
“May you be in a position to continue your encourage- 
ment to underprivileged children for years to come .. .” 

And the Kentucky High School Athletic Association 
awarded Sam its “game guy award,” thus placing him 
on the “Honor Roll of the Flying Dutchman.” 


‘Sam the Penny-Man’ Sows His Cents the World Over 





More recently, Sam’s reputation spread overseas as 
he travelled through Europe. There he became “Sam, 
VYhomme au sou,” “Penny-Onkel,” and “Der Penny 
Man.” 

In half-a-dozen countries Sam sowed his American 
pennies. Only when he identified himself as a Jew in 
sections of Germany did he reap anything but an en- 
thusiastic welcome, Sam said.

What manner of man is “Sam the Penny Man”? 
Both of Sam Horowitz’ children died young and his 


wife passed away in 1921. 

A squat, heavy-shouldered man, 57-year-old Horowitz 
lives frugally. He often wears a two-day growth of 
beard, along with shabby clothes. His vest bulges with 
pennies. Horowitz’ costume changes only when he visits 
his young friends. Then Sam spruces up. 

The pennies? Sam’s explanation, probably polished 
through repetition, runs like this: “When I was in the 
first grade, back around 1900, I used to cry sometimes 


when I couldn’t buy candy like the other kids. T ga 
‘When I get big, I'll get dollars. Then the children come 
first,’ ” 

Sam loves to talk. His language is a rough, broken 
English interspersed with Yiddish. Many proud refer. 
to his imperfect English make the listener suspect Sam 
of consciously dramatizing his role as “a poor, ignon

ant Jew—but look how they respect me! 


Sam travels around in a two-ton truck which bea 
his name in Hebrew letiers — Shlomo Yitzhak. Algy 
painted on the truck is the English legend: “Adam and 
Eve were the first two persons on the globe. Where did 
the others come from? We are all alike—all God's chy, 
dren and all entitled to breathe the air and make 4 ly, 
ing in this world.” 

Sam's generosity, paradoxically, has made him 4 
lonely man. 

Sam Horowitz has no public listing in the Chicago 
telephone directory. His telephone number and the ag 
dress of his Grenshaw Street apartment are secrets jy 
served for only a few. Messages are delivered to him 
through a friend in the burlap bag business. 

This voluntary isolation is Sam’s escape from penny. 
hungry adults, 

Perhaps the isolation is responsible for some of 
Sam's projects and his readiness to speak his piece jg 
public—loudly, provocatively, and contradictorily, 

One of Sam’s latest projects is a letter he wrote tp 
Queen Elizabeth II urging her to remove ration points 
from penny candy for children, It has been a few 
months since he wrote the letter, and has received np 
reply but Sam explains that “the English are pretty 
slow about things like that.” 

And a few of his latest pronouncements: 

“Refugees who come to America and then com 
plain about it should be thrown in the ocean.” 

“Someday—I don’t know when—the same thing 
that happened to Jews in Germany will happen her, 
Then Israel will be the only place to go.” 

To adults, Sam Horowitz must appear a blustep 
ing character: demanding tolerance of others where he 
shows little; condemning immodesty while scrambling 
for the spotlight; defending America and predicting its 
shift to Fascism. 

But to youngsters, Horowitz is just one thing: Sam 
the Penny Man!
